The three act comedy ‘La Cigale” was 
presented (in Robertson Hal! on Tuesday 
and Wednesday evenings by the Edmonton 
amuteur dramatic club to large and appre- 
ciative audiences. The easte of the play 
was a8 follows: ‘‘La Cigale,” Miss A. V. 
McLeod; Baronne des Allures, Miss A. 
Robertson ; Adele, Miss Segers ; Catharine, 
an artist’s model, Miss Calvert ; Marignan, 
and Michu, artists, Messrs. F. de Journal 
and Geo. Voyer; Marquis de la Houppe, 
P. L. McNamara; Dulcore, a lawyer, W. 
Short ; Careassonne, a circus proprietor, E 
Raymer; Bibi, a strong man, W. H. 
Cooper; Turlot, a publican, E. L. Smith 
and J. K. Macdonald, as Butler to the 
Baronne des Allures. The first scene open- 
ed in the public room of an iun at Barbizon 
where Marignan and Michu,bad brought 
‘* La Cigale,” whom they had rescued on 
her running away from the circus to escape 
the insults of male members of the company 
there aided by Carcassonne. She tells the 
artists her story. Marignan finds that 300 
francs will purchase the freedom of La 
Cigale and . >» buys herjoff. Marignan and 
Michu then !ave to meet Adele, Marignan’s 
lover, but before gcing Marignan hands La 
Cigale another 100 francs for her immediate 
necessities. She has fallen in love with 
Marignan and consults her cards to learn 
how she can repay his kindness. The aet 
closes by the appearance of Dulcore who 
discovers that La Cigale is the lost heiress 
of a noble wealthy family and the repre- 
sentative of a title conférred by the King of 
France. 

The second scene opens in the drawing 
room of the Ba@ronne des Allures, near 
Paris. , Dulcore appears and arranges with 
the Baronne, La Cigale’s aunt for the re- 
ception of the Marquis and Count de la 
Houppe so that the young count may pay 
his addresses to La Cigale. La Cigale is in- 
structed in the story of her life she is to tell 
the Count and is warned to say nothing of 
having been an acrobat. The La Houppes 
appear and the young people are left to- 
gether and mutually explain. The Ceunt 
loves Adele and La Cigale says she loves 
another so they agree to be very good 
friends. This act closes by Marignan, 
Michu and Adele being brought in uncon- 
scious, having been upset when rowing and 
rescued. Adele is first revieved and taken 
to her room then Michu is removed, 
and the old Marquis is left with Marignan 
and a smelling bottle. La Cigale appears 
and recognizes Marignan, bet is drawn 
away by the Baronne. La Cigale holds 
Marignan’s hand and when she is pulled 
away Marignan is drawn from the couch to 
the ground, where he indulges in the action 
of swimming.

And in the House of Commons last 
session, during the debate on the coer- 
cion bill, he said; ‘‘So long as I have 
a seat in this house, so long as I occupy 
the position I do now, whenever it 
shall become my duty to take a stand 
upon,any question whatever, that I 
will take, not from the point of view 
of Roman Catholicism, not from the 
point of view of Protestantism, but 
from a point of view which cen appeal 
to the consciences of all men, irrespec- 
tive of their particular faith, upon 
grounds which can be occupied by all 
men who love justice, freedom and 
toleration,” 

We know that this declaration, and 
Mr. Laurier’s opposition to coercion, 
brought him into conflict with the 
heads of his own church. But we 
know also that Mr. Laurier has been 
supported in his attitude by an over- 
whelming majority of his own people. 
The English-speaking people of Canada 
show their confidence in him, and we 
believe that he will continue to grow 
in the confidence of all, irrespective of 
race or creed, as a true Canadian, whose 
first thought is for Canada.
